4[3 Examiner's Comment Regarding Requirement for Deposit 
of Biological Material 
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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Invention I (claims 2-10, 15 and 18-21) in Paper No. 9 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out any 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
11-14, 16 and 17, drawn to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, 
claims 11-14, 16 and 17 been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Allowable Subject Matter 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
did not teach or suggest a transflective liquid crystal display with a liquid crystal layer 
having variable thickness; wherein an interlayer insulator layer and columnar spacers 
are provided where the liquid crystal layer is thinnest, and reflection electrodes are 
formed on the interlayer insulator layer.
